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DETAILED ACTION 

A new search conducted 1/14/05 provided data for a new ground of rejection. 
See rejection below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 104 and 105 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Chakmakjian et a! (J. of Reproductive Medicine, 1987, 3(6), 443-8). Chakmakjian 
teaches the administration of micronized progesterone in tablet or capsule form to the 
vagina of women. See abstract. Chakmakjian does not teach the mixing of the 
micronized progesterone with water and diluents and/or excipients. It is obvious that a 
tablet would have comprised of more than the active (progesterone). Therefore, it is 
obvious to make tablets using water and diluents and excipients. With respect to the 
order of mixing, the order of obtaining a known product by witching around the mixing 
steps provides no patentable significance to the invention without the support of 
unexpected results. In the absence of unexpected results it is obvious that the 
progesterone tablet of the prior art invention could have Tmax equivalent to the Tmax of 
the instant invention. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 52-54,106-108 are allowable. The prior art does not teach or suggest an 
instant method of administering instant tablet comprising effervescent.
